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Mideast Peace Agreement 
To Be Announced Today

JERUSALEM (UPI) — Isra­ 
el» Egypt, the United States and 
the Soviet Union will issue a 
joint communique today an­ 
nouncing an agreement on a 
troop disengagement formula 
for the Suez Canal battlefront, 
Israeli officials said. 
The officials said the state­ 
ment will be released simul­ 
taneously in Jerusalem, Cairo, 
Washington and Moscow at 9 
p.m. (3 p.m. EOT). They gave 
no details on the substance of 
the agreement. 
Prime Minister Golda Meir’s 
cabinet convened at her home 
to review the details of the 
agreement, reached in a final 
round of consultations between 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger and Israeli ministers 
at a meeting delayed by a rare 
Jerusalem blizzard. 
The Israeli leaders used four- 
wheel 'drive Jeeps to pass 
t h r o u g h the snow - blocked 
streets of Jerusalem to Kissin­ 
ger's hotel, the King David, for 
the crucial session and then the 
cabinet met to give its official 
approval. 
The disengagement plans had 
been worked out by Kissinger 
in a series of shuttle flights 
between Jerusalem and the 
sun-baked Nile River resort 
city of Aswan, Egypt, where

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Phillips, Hinshaw To Be Inducted Into Hall 


In September, 1971, the IATCC- 
C established the Hall of Fame 
Committee. The purpose of the 
committee was to set up the rules 
and regulations for a Hall of 
Fame which would honor out­ 
standing athletes and coaches in 
Indiana high school track and or 
cross country. It would also 
honor other people who have 
made significant contributions to 
these sports. 
Many people have put in a lot of 
work to set up the Hall of Fame. 
Several things remain to be done, 
for example, a permanent 
recognition hall still needs to be 
found, but, most importantly, 
charter members are to be 
conducted. 
The actual selection of the 
charter members began about a 
year ago when the IATCCC 
members were asked to submit 
nominations. Several retired 
coaches and others who have 
been close to track and cross ' 
country for many years were 
asked to make nominations. In 
all, about 100 names were placed 
in nomination. 
ft was decided that a person 
must have competed in high 
school in Indiana to qualify for 
the athlete category. Further, he 
must have coached in high school 
in Indiana to qualify for the 
coaches category. Any other 
athletes or coaches from Indiana 
colleges and people who have 
contributed in some way would 
be placed in the contributor 
category. 
It was also decided that the 
charter members would be 
selected by the sectional council. 
Accordingly, the council held a 
preliminary vote at the October 
28,1973 meeting. This vote pared 
the original nomination list to a 
33 member selection list. Then a 
final ballot was taken which 
selected 21 charter members for 
the Indiana Track and Cross 
Country Hall of Fame. 
They will be inducted at a 


luncheon at the I ESA A Track 
Clinic on January 26, 1974 at 
Warren Central High School. 
Two of those to be inducted are 
connected with Rushville. 
Hermon Phillips graduated 
from Rushville High School after 
a most illustrious career which 
continued through college and a 
career as a coach. 
During high school he won the 
slate mile run in 1926, 1921, 1922 
and placed second in 1923, but 
won the Stagg Nationals later 
that year. 
Another highlight of his high 
school career was winning the 
IHSAA Sectional by himself. 
At Butler University he won the 
ICC mile in 1925 and the ICC 440 
and 880 in 1926 and 1927. In 1925 he 
became1 the last runner to win a 
Big Ten Championship (440) 
representing a non-member 
school. 
Phillips graduated in 1927, 
leaving an NCAA record which 
has never been duplicated, Chat 
of winning the NCAA 440 
championship in three con­ 
secutive years. 
In 1927 he was the National 
AAU 440 champ and represented 
the United States in the 1926 
Olympics, placing fourth in the 
440 and ran the winning 1800 
meter relay team His career as 
a collegiate shows only one 
defeat in 148 races. 
As coach of Butler University 
from. 1929-1937 he founded the 
Butler Relays, then he moved to 
coach at Purdue University from 
1938-1945 and founded the Purdue 
Relays. 
The other member connected 
with Rushville was a coach here 
for 16 years and is Bob Hinshaw. 
Hinshaw graduated from the 
Spiceland Academy in 1918 and 
Earlham College in 1923, where 
he set the school javelin record. 
He coached at Greenfield for 
six years and at Rushville for 16 
seasons. 
He coached several individual 
state track champions and was 
an assistant commissioner of the 


IHSAA from, 1945 until his death 
in 1961. 
For several years he served on 
the National Federation Track 
and Field Rules Committee. 
The IHSAA Board of Control 
Established the Robert S. Hin­ 
shaw Track and Field Award in 
his honor in 1962. 
Rushville’s Football Field was 
renamed 
a memorial to 
Robert S. Hinshaw.

There is no question about 
the way Whitey Ford feels 
about Mickey Mantle and vice 
versa. That goes personally and 
professionally. 
“I had the greatest respect 
for Whitey of anybody I ever 
played with,” said Mantle. “We 
were from different parts of the 
country and we could make fun 
of each other’s talk, bui from 
the beginning, wc just kinda hit 
it off. 1 can’t ever remember 
having one cross word with 
Whitey.”

Hulmán, whose Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway is not a de­ 
fendant in this particular suit, 
was asked by Barnhart’s attor­ 
ney, Henry Bradshaw, to utter 
his famous words which, he says 
at the start of each “.500.’* 
Hulmán obliged and even add­ 
ed a cranking gesture with his 
right hand as he said, “Gentle­ 
men, Start Your Engines.”

Editor Milton Rich man, voted 
at San Francisco Jan. 10 to 
extend the final ratings by 
coaches until all the bowl 
results are in. 
Since 1950, when UPI formed 
its first board of 35 coaches 
including five from each of the 
nation’s 
seven 
geographical 
sections, the weekly ratings 
have ended after games sche­ 
duled on the last Saturday of 
the regular season. 
UPI’s national champion has 
been selected in compliance 
with the wishes of a majority of 
coaches who preferred to rate 
teams solely on the basis of 
regular season play. 
In recent years, however, 
post-season games occasionally 
have produced showdowns that 
altered the championship pic­ 
ture. One occurred in the Sugar 
Bowl New Year’s Eve when No. 
1 Alabama was beaten by No 4 
Notre Dame. 
In response to a letter from 
Richman to outgoing AFC A 
president 
John 
McKay 
of 


Southern California, the as­ 
sociation. voted, to extend the 
final ballot until after the bowl 
games. 
“I think it’s a good thing,” 
said Bob Blackman of Illinois, 
new president of the AFCA, by 
telephone from his office on the 
Illinois campus. “There are so 
many teams in bowl games 
these days, we will have a 
better chance to evaluate them. 
The 
coaches 
ratings 
will 
become more meaningful in 
selecting a national champion ” 
“UPI is delighted with the 
decision,” said Richman. “We 
have enjoyed a fine relationship 
with the coaches through the 
24-year history of the ratings 
board and wc always have 
abided by their wishes in their 
preference for a final ballot 
based strictly on regular season 
play. 
“But times do change. More 
and more people are insisting 
bowl games be taken into 
consideration.” 
The coaches recommended, 
however, that no votes be cast 
for teams under probation, with, 
sanctions, for violating the 
football code of the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association. 
Thus. Oklahoma, which finished 
No. 2 behind Alabama in the 
1973 UPI ratings while in the 
first season of a two-yetr 
probation, would not be in the 
rankings next season under that 
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GOOD OLD HEARTLESS BRUTALITY 
One of the main drives behind the effort to repeal 
the Declaration of Independence is generosity. The 
federal government, by a quantum proportion, 
sends officers to harass us and to eat out our sub­ 
stance largely in the name of eliminating poverty in 
the country.

and the like. 
What we wonder is. where will the poor be when 
everybody who produces something is taxed of all. 
he produces’’ At what point will people prefer to be 
among the poor rather than among the taxpayers? 
How many more obligations will the average 
businessman, for instance, be required to assume 
before he decides being a businessman isn't worth 
the trouble: When the tax gatherers outnumber the 
taxpayers, 
we’ll 
really 
see 
some 
heartless 
brutality.

Senator Clarence R. Kelley of

Bill 8 in accordance with the 
request 
of 
his 
young 
con­ 
stituents. 


The Bill was assigned to the 
P u b l i c 
Policy 
Committee 
chaired by personable Senator 
Jam es A. G ardner of Fowler. 
I 
talked to Senator 
Gardner 
about the possibility of holding 
a hearing, and having my ex­ 
pert witnesses from the Third 
grade class testify 
He was sym pathetic to the 
s t u d e n t s 
and 
their 
bill. 
However, 
as 
Majority 
Floor 
Leader, he is committed to the 
iheory 
that 
only 
em ergency 
m easures 
can 
be 
considered 
during the short session. Im ­

industry by some government 
officials and farm groups.

was summed up here in a state­ 
ment by Ray Davis, president 
if the National Association of 
Wheat Growers, that b a k e r s 
‘have failed to make adjust­ 
ments to meet changing supply 
mnditions.” 
Baking officials be.gan talking 
ibout possible future shortages 
rive months ago, Davis pointed 
jut. But despite their own warn- 
ngs, the bakers failed to “ buy 
ihead” by placing firm orders 
last summer for the wheat flour 
hey knew wrould be needed dur- 
ng the 1973-74 season which 
snds when the 1974 wheat crop 
some* from the combines next 
mmmer. 


“They were told then to buy 
ahead because of heavy world 
demand. They failed to adjust 
buying habits carried over from 
days of surplus wheat,” Davis 
said 
Agriculture Department offi­ 
cials—in private and increasing­ 
ly m public—have been saying 
much the same thing. In effect, 
their argument is that in this 
year’s era of tight supplies and 
low reserves, all farm product 
processors 
should 
be 
making 
long-term supply commitments 
rather than buying on a month- 
to-month basis as they did over 
the years when surpluses were 
the rule. 
“ I’m a little concerned that 
millers and bakers sit back and 
do not buy wheat that they 
know they’ll need,” Assistant 
Agriculture 
Secretary 
Carroll 
G. Brunthaver told a news con­ 
ference this week while deny­ 
ing that consumers face short­ 
ages this coming spring.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Little things can make a big difference in 
your kitchen energy usage, say consumer experts for two utility 
companies here. 
They said it’s wasteful to: 
— Boil a full kettle of water to make only one cup of tea or 
instant coffee. 
— Use a gas burner so high it licks the sides of the pan, or keep 
it high under boiling liquid wrhen a lower heat will sustain the 
boil. 
— Mix beverages in an electric blender instead of shaking them 
in a stoppered bottle. 
— Use an i lectric can opener when efficient manual ones sell 
for less than $1.00. 
— And use an electric mixer to stir upa few pancakes. 
These energy extravagances were cited by Joy Crichlow, central 
consumer specialist for Con Edison, and Frances Saunders, 
director of consumer affairs for the Brooklyn Union Gas Co., in 
separate interviews here. 
Mrs. Crichlow said she’s been bombarded with questions since 
the energy crisis began. 
A lot of people want to know if boiled coffee uses less fuel 
than a percolator. 
Mrs. Crichlow said the answer is no, if you boil coffee over low 
heat for a long time. Percolated coffee needs only five minutes of 
perking for the best flavor. 
Many ask if they should use their range ovens instead of toaster 
ovens. Both Mrs. Crichlow and Miss Saunders recommend the 
ranee type only for preparing several things at once. 
vegetables can be cooked in a tightly covered container along 
with a roast or a baked main dish. If there’s room, add an extra 
dish or two of food that can be frozen for use later. 
If your oven capacity and family are large, bake several cakes 
and pies at one time and freeze the extras. But for best results, 
mix each batch separately and by hand with a rotary beater or 
wire whip. 
Mrs. Crichlow said she discourages the use of electric mixers, 
blenders and self-cleaning ovens. They use too much energy . 
“Top burner cooking in general! is more efficient,” said Miss 
Saunders. “ II takes more fuel to heat the large cavity of a regular 
oven than it does a pan on a top burner.” 
She recommends metal utensils for baking instead o f glass, 
ceram ic 
and glass-ceramic ones because metal — especially 
alum inum — conducts heat rapidly and evenly. The other 
materials take longer to heat. 
Mrs. Crichlow said modem ovens are so well insulated that you 
can turn off the heat lb or 20 minutes before a cake, pie and 
some meats are done, as long as you use the full recommended 
cooking time and don’t open the oven door during that final 
period. 
Do not use this system with pork, she said. The gradually 
falling temperature might not cook pork enough to make it safe. 
She also advises customers to preheat ovens only three to four 
minutes instead of the 10 to 15 minutes recommended by some 
manufacturers. 
Both women were enthusiastic about the pressure cooker as a 
utensil that saves time as well as fuel. 
“ I think it’s one of the safest, quickest and m ost energy-saving 
utensils,” said Mrs, Crichlow. She also favors double boilers, for 
rewarming two things on one burner — rice in the top pan and 
meat in a sauce in the lower one, for instance. 
There’s more than one way to save fuel on dishwashing, the 
experts said. 
“ A lot of people use an electric dishwasher just because it’s 
there,” said Mrs. Crichlow, adding that it’s better to wait for a 
full load, because it takes the same amount of energy as a partial 
one. 
Miss Saunders said dishwashers and washing machines should be 
located as close as possible to your water heating source, to 
prevent heat loss from connecting pipes. She also warned against 
water temperatures higher than 150 degrees Fahrenheit, as much 
for safety as for fuel efficiency. 
Higher temperatures increase the risk of scalding, especially 
when there are children or old people in the household. 
When you do wash dishes by hand, use a sink full of water or a 
dishpan instead of running water, which wastes water as well as 
the fuel to heat it.

heart disease,’’ said Sherman,

m ore,’’

Indiana Begins Using Its Brains In Energy Crisis 


By ED STATTMANN 
INDIANAPOLIS ( U P I ) - 
Indiana is becoming less scatt­ 
erbrained in its handling of the 
energy crisis and in its use of 
science and technology in gen­ 
eral. 
The brains, which are here 
and there in industry and on 
campuses throughout the state, 
are being gathered and focused 
through a committee Lt. Gov. 
'Robert Orr began forming last 
July. 
Heading his science and tech­ 
nology advisory committee is 
C&pt. R. L. McArthy, a Logans- 
port native 
and 
commanding 
officer of the Crane Naval Am­ 
munition Depot. McArthy gradu­ 
ated from Purdue as a chemis­ 
try m ajor and later earned an 
engineering degree and a m as­ 
ter’s degree in chemistry. 
The 12-man committee, along 
with McArthy, includes five in­ 
dustrial and six academic ex­ 
perts. Governor Bowen has a 
separate committee on energy 
alone. 
Crane NAD has some of 'the 
• best research facilities in Indi­ 
ana, according to Joseph Honan 
of th t Indiana Department of 
Commerce. The first meeting of 
the committee was at Crane in 
November. 
Among National Leaders 
“ Crane is one of the leaders 
of 26 Departm ent of Defense la­ 
boratories participating in t h i s 
endeavor,” McArthy said. 
He 
said the experts toured Crane’s 
facilities and discussed what is 
being done in other states, es­ 
pecially Pennsylvania. 
“ Pennsylvania has been into 
'this very strongly for over "10 
years,” McArthy said. He said 
Georgia, North Carolina, Con­ 
necticut and Tennessee a l s o 
la v e good science-technolog pro­ 
gram s. 
McArthy said the committee 
is to be permanent, not just 
geared to the energy crisis or 
energy concerns alone—in fact 
ranging over the field of science 
and technology. 
Orr went ahead with the com­ 
m ittee without waiting' for legis­ 
lative action, although the 1973 
and 1974 Legislature have had 
state council on science 
and 


technology. 
The 1973 bill got shunted aside 
probably 
because 
of 
concern 
over the tax program , accord­ 
ing to Dr. Harry G. Day. Day 
is an Indiana University chemis­ 
try professor who heads t h e 
science and society committee 
of 
the 
'Indiana 
Academy 
of 
Sciences. He said IU, Purdue 
and Indiana State University all 
have active programs geared to 
energy needs. 
Wrote Off Winter? 
McArthy said by harnessing 
science and technology to so­ 
ciety’s 
needs, 
the 
committee 
hopes to answer such questions 
as, “ We went to the moon— 
why can’t we patch the side­ 
walks?” 
“The government's going to 
have to get better information 
than it’s been getting in the 
past,” said another m em ber of 
the committee. Dr. Ralph A. 
Llewellyn, head of LSU’s physics 
departm ent. 
‘‘I get the feeling that the 
federal government has kind of 
written off this winter,” s a i d 
Llewellyn, who recently return­ 
ed from Washington, where he 
was 
executive officer of the 
'board of energy studies at 'the 
National Academy of Sciences. 
He said he found the academy 
had trouble getting direct input 
into the government, because 
there were 85 federal bureaus, 
agencies and departm ents. 
“ In many cases these guys 
are more concerned with being 
the lead agency 'than getting 
something done,” he said. He 
said abolition of the President’s 
office of science and technology 
under the Nixon adm inistra ton 
also created a problem. 
Quick Response Time 
Llewellyn said the federal gov­ 
ernm ent was reacting without 
the best advice available, be­ 
cause it was no unprepared it 
was 
asking 
responses 
within 
two weeks from the National 
Academy of Sciences. 
“ Six months is a quick re­ 
sponse 
time for the national 
academ y,” he said. 
He said Indiana is pretty well 
off relatively, in generation of 
electricity, providing there is 
government relaxation of stan­ 


dards for sulfur dioxide em is­ 
sions. High sulfur fuel is more 
available than the low sulfur 
kinds. 
Besides, McArthy, Day a n d 
Llewellyn, the academic m em ­ 
bers of the com m itee include 
Dr. David Bixler, chairman of 
the departm ent of oral facial 
genetics at Indiana University- 
Purdue University- Indianapolis, 
Dr. Francis M. Kobayashi, a flu 
dynamics expert in the Univer­ 
sity of Notre Dam e’s office of 
advanced studies; Purdue grad­ 
uate school dean Frederick N. 
Andrews and Ball State biolog­ 
ist Dr. Jerry N lsbet

metallurgist C. W. Roe, Bethle­ 
hem Steel.

of heart patient have perfectly 
normal cholesterol, levels 
and 
have been eating most anything

“ While Dr. DeBakey has not 
ruled, out the importance of diet, 
he has concluded that it is not 
the 
specific 
cause 
of 
heart 
disease,” Sherman stated. “ To 
quote him. directly: 4We don’t 
know the cause and we need 
to take a much saner attitude 
towards diet in relation to the 
disease since it is obvious that 
diet, as far as 65 or 70 per 
cent of the patients are con­ 
cerned, has not been related or 
associated with the disease in 
our experience.’ ” 
Sherman also called attention 
to a thorough review by Dr. 
Raymond Reiser, Distinguished 
Professor 
of 
Bio chemistry & 
Biophysics at Texas A & M 
Unversity, 
of 
all 
pertinent 
research 
studies 
which 
have 
been the basis for the popular 
concept 
that 
saturated 
fats 
(largely of animal origin) raise 
blood 
cholesterol 
and 
cause 
heart 
disease.

published,

Reser noted “ a large number 
of variables and lack of control 
make interpretation, difficult if 
not impossible, and certainly 
inconclusive.”

that saturated fats do not, by

cholesterol to high risk levels 
“ if indeed, they raise it at all.” 
Other 
significant 
research 
reported by Sherman included 
comprehensive studies of M'asai 
tribesmen whose diets are made 
up almost entirely of meat and 
milk. Dr. George V. Mann of 
Vanderbilt University School of 
Medicine, scientist in charge of 
the project, 
found that these 
primitive people not only had 
unusually low blood cholesterol 
levels but were also essentially 
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free 
from 
coronary 
heart 
disease. 
Both Dr. Reiser and Dr. Mann 
are currently conducting further 
research on diet and cholesterol 
with the aid of Meat Board 
grants. 
The 
Meat 
Board 
nutrition 
scientist 
concludes 
by 
saying 
that until more is known of the 
causes of heart disease, it would 
appear 
that 
treatment 
and 
prevention should be handled on 
an 
individual 
basis 
under 
careful 
medical 
supervision 
rather than by making com- 
p l i c a t e d , 
unsubstantiated 
dietary 
recommendations 
for 
the general public.
